Fifteenth Judicial Circuit will re- 
tire from the bench at the expira- 
tion of his present term, he indi- 
cated to The Telegraph today. He 
has been Circuit Court judge since 
July 1, 1941. His term will expire 
in June of 1951. 


In a terse announcement today, 


Judge Dixon marks finis to a fine 
public career. His statement fol- 
lows : 


"For personal reasons and 


in consideration of my health, 
I will not s«ek further elec- 
tion to my present position as 
Circuit Judge when my pres- 
ent term expires next year, 
and I make this statement 
now because the Republican 
county committee members, to 
he elected In April will select 
thn delegates to the Judicial 
comention to nominate candi- 
dates, in 1951."

GEORGE C. DIXON 


Judge Dixon is one of a very 


few men in public life in the Dixon 
area who has served his consti- 
tuents in the three branches of 
government—legislative, executive 
and judicial. He served the area 
in the legislative branch as a 
State Senator and a State Repre- 
sentative at Springfield. He served 
in the executive branch as mayor 
of the city "of Dixon, and is now 
serving in the judicial branch as 
Circuit Court judge. 


He served in the Illinois General 


Assembly as Representative from 
1929 to 1931; as mayor of the city 
of Dixon from 1931 to 1934; as 
State Senator from 1934 to 1941, 
and as judge from 1941 to the 
present time. He is a graduate of 
the Dixon College Law school and 
the University 
of Chicago Law 


school. 


Eligible to Retire 


Under terms of a state retire- 


ment plan for Circuit Court judges, 
Judge Dixon will be eligible to re- 
tire in December of this year. 
However, he stated today that he 
will not vacate the bench until the 
expiration of his term in June, 
1951. 
It has been known for sometime 


past by intimates of Judge Dixon 
that he was considering retiring 
at the expiration of his present 
term.

Those Hidden Taxes Hit You Hard 


In an editorial called 'Those Hidden Taxes," the New 


York Herald Tribune observes, "The citizen who grins and 
bears it each week when he takes note of deductions from his 
take home pay, or who gulps when he makes the quarterly 
payment on his income tax, has perhaps mercifully been 
spared a consciousness of the hidden taxes which fall upon 
him every day . . . The problem of tax reform, however, re- 
quires knowledge on the part of the citizens. It is to the ad- 
vantage of the individual that he sees through the tax smoke- 
screen which the experts have laid down — that he feels the 
pain of what has been devised to be painless." 


The Herald-Tribune ran a series of factual articles, by 


Robert S. Bird, dealing with the impact of hidden taxes on 
the ordinary taxpayer. It is a sure bet that not one citizen in 
ten thousand. has any accurate idea of how deep these taxes 
cut into his earnings. For instance, on a $10,000 house it 
was found that no less than 639 hidden taxes were involved 
in the construction, development of site, and purchase financ- 
ing. These taxes, Mr. Bird says, were collected by the fed- 
eral and state governments from the architect, builder, banks, 
agents, insurance companies, contractor, manufacturers, job- 
bers and others. 
Hidden taxes are not confined to big purchases like a 


house. The Tax Foundation found that 151 taxes applied to 
a loaf of bread. A woman's spring hat carried 150 taxes. A 
man's suit came in for 116. 
A humble egg accounted for 


100. Mr. Bird writes : "In none of these studies were local 
taxes taken into account, nor the federal and state levies on 
the various steps behind the supply and manufacturing point. 
As an example of how complex the tax-shifting devices work, 
the economists found that even the length of time an article 
remains in stock sometimes determines who bears the weight 
of a particular tax."

The magnitude of the latter is shown by the fact that in 1949 
the average taxpayer worked one month for the federal gov- 
ernment to pay the federal income tax alone. 


The federal government is the biggest tax eater by far. 


It takes 71 cents of each tax dollar, while the states take 15 
cents and local units 14 cents. By contrast, in 1932, the fed- 
eral government took but 22 per cent and in 1939, 39 per cent. 


What to do about this tremendous problem is a tough 


question. The Herald-Tribune says, "The overlapping of tax 
jurisdictions, the continuance of taxes which have outlined 
their original purpose, the crushing proportions of the tax 
burden as a whole, require the most careful study . , . But the 
first step is to know, and the second is to be aroused." 
Nothing Is Free! Remember That! 


A great many fine-spun arguments have appeared on 


both sides of the government medicine issue. But, to leave 
theory aside for the moment, it is interesting to see how it 
looks to an individual subjected to it. 


The Oregon Voter recently published an excerpt from a 
letter written by a woman in England. In a section dealing 
with the labor government's "free" medical aid scheme, she 
says : ''People do have to wait for beds in hospitals "and it is 
all very difficult. Nurses are short and of course doctors 
are terribly, terribly overworked . , . People run to the doctor 
for colds and the finger ache. When someone is really almost 
dying the doctor cannot give as much attention as he should 
since he is so rushed . . . The working classes cannot see that 
indirectly they pay an long as they live, through the nose. 
For this health scheme they will pay always; nothing is free 
WfiflT. 


This squares with many other reports on the workings 


of the plan. The standards of medical attention have gone 
down; initiative has been destroyed, and the old and im- 
menaely important doctor-patient relationship has been un- 
dermined. And the cost, whether Britons know it or not, is 
huge, and is born by everyone who pays a tax of any kind. 


The scheme which is proposed for this country is the 


same in most essentials. It, too, would require compulsory 
tax payments; it also would promote "mass medicine," which 
is always second-rate, assembly line medicine. It will be a 
tragic day if it is ever adopted.

"heart attack." In almost all cases 
this means a coronarj thrombosis 
or occlusion t the two names mean- 
ing essentially the same thing). 
In coronary oeclusion there is a 
sudden closing of one of the blood 
vessels supplying the heart muscle. 


We hear and road ot coronary 


thrombosis often ana especially 
of these cases in which the out- 
come has not been good. Conse- 
quently many people feel that 
coronary thrombosis IP increasing 
and that anyone, especially any 
man over the age of 40, is living 
under the constant threat of im- 
mediate death. 
Tins is an ex- 


aggeration of the true facts. 


Considering the increased aver- 


age age of the population coronary 
thrombosis is probably not in- 
creasing. 
Also there are many 


who have had at least one heart 
attack and have not flier 
1 suddenly; 


many have even resui t d full or 
nearly full activity pfter such an 
attack. 


Coronary thrombosis, or occlu- 


sion, is however a startling thing. 
An attack can and usually does 
come without warning ami with 
out any particular exertion or 
strain in the immediate past which 
can be blamed. 
Coronary occlu- 


sion may come during a sound 
sleep or while sitting at rest in an 
easy chair. 


A severe sudden pain In the 


ehcst which may or may not ex- 
tend down the arm (usually the 
left i to the abdomen, or up into 


definite diagnosis, of course, does 
require other tests which the doc- 
tor alone has the skill and equip- 
ment to make. 


The person who even suspects 


an attack of coronary thrombosis, 
however, should cease activity at 
once and get the opinion of a doc- 
tor as to whether the condtion is 
really coronary thrombosis or not. 
SUDDEN DEATH 


If a large part of blood supply 


to the heart is blocked off by 
a clot or closure of a coronary 
artery, it is impossible for the 
heart to go on beating. This is 
the type of heart attack which ac- 
counts for the sudden, unexpected 
deaths. 


In a great many cases, however, 


only a small branch of an artery 
is closed off and the heart, espe- 
cially with proper treatment, keep* 
on beating and can make a good 
recovery. 
How 
much 
recovery 


will take place depends on how 
much of the heart has been dam- 
aged. 


/About six weeks ol rest in bed 


is required after an attack. The 
activity that can he taken later 
must depend on the judgment of 
the doctor who has determined 
the amount of injury to the heart 
and the degree of it. 
1- recovery 


Resumption of physical activity 
has to be gradual. There is good 
reason to believe that the more 
gradual the return the better the 
final results.
